P&O FERRIES’ new multi-million 
pound super-ferry arrived in Dover 
on Sunday, following her three-day 
voyage from the shipyard in 
Finland where she was built. 

The Spirit of Britain sailed through the 
Eastern entrance of the harbour bang on time 
at 11am, and was greeted by a salute from the 
Dover Harbour Board tugs, DHB Doughty and 
Dauntless. 

The 1,500-mile voyage began in Rauma, 
Finland, where the colossal ship had to be led 
through frozen seas by an ice breaker. But she 
arrived in Dover under cloudless blue skies. 

Less than three years after the order was 
made, the Spirit of Britain arrived at the exact 
time that shipyard STX Europe had said. 

On arrival, Captain David Miller pirouetted 
the giant 49,000-tonne ship in the harbour to 
the delight of the assembled crowd of photog¬ 
raphers and interested locals, before docking 
on the Eastern arm of the harbour. 

As the latest addition to P&O’s fleet docked, 
she dwarfed the Pride of Calais, which is due 
to be replaced in September by the second of 
the super ferries, the Spirit of France. 

The crew, many of whom served on the Spirit 
of Britain’s predecessor, the Pride of Dover, 
then boarded the ship for the first time, ahead 
of their three-and-a-half hour induction to 
their new workplace. 

Captain Miller, who also sailed the Pride of 
Dover, was elated to have to the opportunity to 
sail the ship into Dover.

Changes to safety 
policy will put lives 
at risk, say union 


GOVERNMENT plans to 
make ship owners respon¬ 
sible for towing their own 
vessels into port will affect 
safety at sea, says a lead¬ 
ing maritime trade union. 

Four emergency towing vehicles 
(ETVs) will no longer be main¬ 
tained and paid for out of public 
funds under new measures. 

The union Nautilus is claiming 
that proposed cuts, which will see 
the Anglian Monarch, which patrols 
the Dover Straight, and three other 
ETVs, scrapped, will put lives and 
the environment at risk. 

The ETVs are called into action in 
emergency situations to recover 
stricken ships off the Kent coast, as 
well as aiding in any environmental 
disasters. 

The ETV Anglian Monarch was 
called out on Christmas Eve to 
attend an emergency on the 
Turkish cargo ship Eren Turgut 
which was without power, propul¬ 
sion and lights. 

An onboard fire, which knocked 
out the power supply, fatally injured 
one crew member and critically 
wounded another two. 

Nautilus is seeking talks with the 
shipping minister to discuss its con¬ 
cerns about plans to end the con¬ 
tract for vessels, which provide cru¬ 
cial salvage back-up in the event of 
shipping accidents and which were 
introduced in response to the Braer 
and Sea Empress tanker disasters. 

A statement from the union said: 
“Emergency towing vessels are 
mainly deployed when vessels 
break down. 


“The government believes state 
provision of ETVs does not repre¬ 
sent a correct use of taxpayers’ 
money and that ship salvage should 
be a commercial matter between a 
ship’s operator and the salvor.” 

Nautilus general secretary Mark 
Dickinson said: “The government is 
gambling with lives, the environ¬ 
ment and safety at sea by embark¬ 
ing on this strategy. 

“The thinking behind this is 
utterly incomprehensible and we 
will do all we can to persuade the 
government to reconsider. 

“The ETVs were put in place for 
good reasons, following reports into 
two terrible tanker disasters, and 
their success has proved to be a 
model for other countries. 

“The number of recent incidents 
and near-misses in the Channel 
alone serves to demonstrate the 
value of these vessels, and it is clear 
the government is running a signif¬ 
icant risk in removing the protec¬ 
tion they provide. 

“The proposed savings represent 
a drop in the ocean in terms of the 
overall DfT budget, but the loss of 
these services could make the dif¬ 
ference between life and death or a 
major environmental disaster.” 

Half of the costs for the Anglian 
Monarch are met by the French and 
if the Government removes the 
funding, only £32.5 million will be 
saved in the spending review period. 

Campaigner to keep the Anglian 
Monarch operational, Jean Hendry, 
said: “Its cost is shared 50/50 with 
France, where its presence in our 
shared sea area is greatly valued... 
it is something we cannot afford to 
be without.” 


Companies beware 
taking on illegal staff 

THE UK Border Agency (UKBA) has 
vowed to continue a crackdown on 
illegal workers in the South East. 

Throughout 2010, fines, also known 
as civil penalties, of more than 
£300,000 were issued to employers 
for taking on illegal workers. 

In a joint statement, the heads of 
UKBA’s immigration teams for Hamp¬ 
shire and Kent said: “We’ve had a lot 
of success targeting firms who 
employ illegal workers, but we are 
gathering intelligence all the time, 
and more raids are planned for 2011.” 

Every year, UKBA imposes civil 
penalties on thousands of companies 
which fail to carry out the necessary 
right-to-work checks on their staff.

Snow damage repairs to begin soon 


THE impact of December’s snow con¬ 
tinues to be felt as a road has been 
closed following the collapse of a wall. 

Fishmonger’s Lane remains closed 
following the first floor wall above 
Kings Kebabs falling into the street 
on Tuesday, December 21. 

Scaffolding has been erected and 
the road shut off to prevent further 
failures of the structure and to allow 
essential repairs to take place. 

During the freezing conditions, 
water and ice penetrated into the 
brickwork, weakening the structure 
and leading to the collapse. 

The following day, more debris fell, 
this time with masonry from the 
Metropole landing in Cannon Street 
outside the Subway store. 

Dover council’s building control 
manager Martin Leggatt said: “The 
council is now working with the 
building owner to identify what work 


is needed to repair the wall and 
make it safe permanently. 

“It is hoped reconstruction will 
start shortly so that the road can be 
re-opened as soon as possible.” 

With the possibility that the snow 
and ice may have weakened other 
areas of masonry and brickwork, 
DDC are reminding property owners 
that they are accountable for the 
safety and stability of their buildings. 

Mr Leggatt said: “Occurrences of 
falling masonry are thankfully rare. 

“The reason for incidents like these 
is likely to be water getting into the 
masonry, which then freezes and 
expands. 

“The responsibility for ensuring a 
building is safe lies in the first place 
not with the council but with the 
owner of each building. 

“The council therefore strongly 
advises building owners to check

THE arrival of the Spirit of 
Britain in Dover heralds a 
new era in ferry travel 
between Britain and 
France. 

The new ship, and her sister ship, 
the Spirit of France, which is due for 
completion next year, represents 
hundreds of millions of pounds of 
investment by P&O. 

The pair will be the largest-ever 
ships used on the Dover to Calais 
route. 

At more than 49,000 tonnes, 213 
metres long and more than 31 
metres wide, the Spirit of Britain 
offers double the carrying capacity of 
the Pride of Dover, the ferry she 
replaces. 

There are three decks for traffic - 
two for freight and one for other vehi¬ 
cles - giving the new ferry the ability 
to carry 200 cars and 180 lorries on 
each crossing. 

Once docked, the four kilometres of 
traffic will be cleared and the next 
passenger and freight traffic will be 
loaded for the return journey within 
45 minutes. 

On board, P&O has made the most 
of the available space, with numer¬ 
ous restaurants and a retail area 
that uses the full width of the ship. 

The family restaurant and area is 
positioned at the front of the ship, 
where the club lounge is found on 
older vessels, to make the most of the 
full-length windows. 

The club lounge can be found at the 
rear of the ferry, but boasts a private 
staircase and lift from the car decks 
and a private balcony area, exclusive¬ 
ly for club travellers. 

Freight drivers are well catered for 
as well, with dozens of reclining 
chairs which have individual moni¬ 
tors hooked up to multi-lingual Sky 
TV. 

Truckers also have their own pri¬ 
vate restaurant, and will be able to 
make use of the 25 showers on board.

ed to focus on the sea-keeping ability of 
the ship because we know one of the 
things passengers will consider is 
whether they are comfortable. 

“We’ve had a lot of gales on the way 
back from Rauma, and the ship per¬ 
formed superbly.” 

The £150 million ferry is due to make 
her first Dover to Calais crossing on 
Friday, January 21, but first needs to 
complete a number of berthing tests and 
essential training exercises in both Dover 
and Calais. 

The Spirit of Britain has twice the 
capacity of her predecessor, the Pride of 
Dover, being able to ship 200 cars and 180 
lorries in one crossing, but she still uses 
the same amount of fuel on each crossing. 

Helen Deeble, chief executive of P&O 
Ferries, said: ‘We are delighted to wel¬ 
come this fantastic new ship to Dover 
ready to start service later this month. 

“She offers a leap forward in terms of 
her size and the quality of the build, and 
I’m confident she’ll provide a fantastic 
experience for all of the customers who 
will travel on her.” 

The Port of Dover has made a series of 
investments to update the port to cope 
with the Spirit of Britain. 

More than £40 million has been spent 
improving the infrastructure and remov¬ 
ing a WW1 blockship to ensure that the 
Fferry can navigate and berth safely. 

Bob Goldfield, Chief Executive, Port of 
Dover said: We are pleased to welcome 
the Spirit of Britain to the Port of Dover.” 


said: “We value our freight cus¬ 
tomers very much; they are our core 
business. 

“New innovations here include a 
series of reclining seats with video 
displays, wi-fi so there is internet 
access and a retail area, as well as 
their own balcony, part of which will 
be a smoking area.” 

P&O has been intimately involved 
during the fitting out of their new 
ship, with senior figures spending 
months at the shipyard in Finland. 

This has allowed them to create a 
pleasant environment for their pas¬ 
sengers and, just as importantly, the 
crew, who can spend up to half of the 
year living and working on board. 

Recycling centres have been creat¬ 


ed on board, meaning the vessel will 
comply with future laws, while navi¬ 
gation around the ship is made easi¬ 
er with clearly defined areas of the 
ship - red, yellow and blue - marked 
out with colourful stairwells, deco¬ 
rated with poppy, sunflower and 
lavender backgrounds. 

Mr Davies said: “If you think about 
one of the key problems people have 
had in the past, it is getting disorien¬ 
tated. 

“If you look at the fantastic pic¬ 
tures of the poppies, sunflowers and 
lavender, it is pretty bold, but you 
remember it.” 

The Spirit of Britain is expected to 
make its maiden passenger voyage 
at 9.20am on Friday, January 21. 


Funding blow means end of jobs programme 


A SUCCESSFUL initiative helping 
young people into work has fallen 
victim to Government spending cuts. 

The Channel Chamber of 
Commerce will see central govern¬ 
ment funding for the Future Jobs 
Fund programme end in March, forc¬ 
ing them to shut the scheme down. 

Under the programme, young peo¬ 
ple not in employment, education or 
training (NEETs) who have been out 
of work for six months or more, could 
be directly employed by the Channel 
Chamber of Commerce for half a 
year, and then given the chance to 
work for local business for up to four 
months, gaining valuable experience. 

The chief executive of the Channel 
Chamber of Commerce, Peter Hobbs, 
said: “We are involved with the 
Future Jobs Fund, introduced 18 


months ago by the government. 
However as part of the government’s 
spending review, it will end in March. 

“We take on unemployed young 
people for six months to get them job- 
ready. We employ them from the 
Jobcentre and they are fully paid. 

“In Dover town, there are a series 
of different businesses, but most of 
them are small, with only five to ten 
members of staff. They don’t have the 
time or energy to find new staff, so 
we recommend our young people. 

“It is valuable work experience and 
it improves their employability ten¬ 
fold, because on their CV they can 
now say that they have been in work. 

“After March we will not be taking 
on anyone new, but those we have 
taken on will be employed for the full 
six months.” 


While the Future Jobs Fund will 
stop taking on people in March, Kent 
County Council has provided £5 mil¬ 
lion for social enterprises and 
schemes to get young people into 
work. 

Kent County Council cabinet mem¬ 
ber for community services Mike Hill 
said: “Growing the Kent economy 
will be critical to the creation of new 
jobs for Kent residents, and we recog¬ 
nise that Kent business needs a 
skilled and motivated workforce. 

“Therefore Kent County Council 
has committed £5 million to estab¬ 
lish a Big Society fund for Kent, 
aimed at supporting social enterpris¬ 
es, social entrepreneurs and other 
not-for-profit groups that provide 
employment opportunities which 
support social inclusion in Kent.”

Bosnia and Iraq. This is his first tour of 
Afghanistan. 5 Scots deployed as part of 16 
Air Assault Brigade, and are responsible for 
training and mentoring the Afghan National 
Police and bringing the 
force up to a sufficiently 
high standard to take over 
security responsibilities 
now performed by NATO 
troops. 

They will remain in 
Helmand until April. There 
are about 117,000 fully- 
trained Afghan National 
Police officers and the aim 
is to reach a target of 
134,000 by the end of 2011. 
5 Scots’ work in Helmand 
represents a key part of achieving this target. 

Sgt Meachin said: “The best thing about 
being in Afghanistan - and about the Army in 
general - is being part of such a great team. 

“Everyone has their own part to play. 5 
Scots are making great progress here and I’m 
proud to be part of that.”

“Many local authorities require service 
users to use their mobility component to 
fund their travel, and the overall fee is 
reduced accordingly.” 

Deadline looms for 
tax credit claims 

HUNDREDS of self-employed tax credit 
claimants are being reminded to report 
their income or face the consequences. 

The 1,200 claimants in Dover are 
being urged by HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC) to report their total 
income for the 2009/10 financial year by 
Monday, January 31. 

Failing to provide correct details could 
lead to overpayment, while deliberate 
fraudulent information could lead to a 
criminal prosecution and imprisonment. 

As part of a wider Government crack¬ 
down, HMRC and the Department for 
Work and Pensions published a strategy 
last month designed to tackle errors and 
fraud in benefits and tax credits. For 
details, visit www.hmrc.gov.uk.

Ian MacMillan hankers after Britain's halcyon days - before Blair, Thatcher and greedy bankers 



BACK in the late Fifties my namesake 
Harold coined the phrase “You’ve never 
had it so good” and, in retrospect, how 
right he was. 

Yes, he was a public-school educated Tory patrician, 
but nevertheless would have struggled to gain accept¬ 
ance by Blair, Mandelson and so-called New Labour 
with their penchant for privatisation, PFI (that went 
well didn‘t it?) and Mandy being “intensely relaxed” 
about people becoming filthy rich. 

“Selling off the family silver” was how he described 
Maggie Thatcher’s privatisations of the 1980s. 

Only those of my generation will remember the hal¬ 
cyon days when British Rail ran the railways, and the 
so-called utilities were run by British Gas, Seeboard 
and the GPO. 

And there was a mining industry with vibrant com¬ 
munities where the coal was dug out of the ground. 

I have a notice on my door addressed to energy 
salesmen. Two words - the second is ‘off’. Of course 
we grumbled about British Rail, but, whatever its 
faults, it wasn’t simply a vehicle to rip off the con¬ 
sumer to make profits for shareholders and directors. 

I am no xenophobe, but most utilities now have for¬ 
eign owners, as indeed do football clubs and most 
multinationals. When I went to school, I was told it 
was good that Britain had lots of foreign investments 
and the dividends were flooding into this country. 

Now, if a Korean or Indian company buys a firm 


here, that’s good as well. Call me an idiot, but I can’t 
work that one out. 

When I left school in 1958, having no vocation, I 
became a bank clerk and joined the Young Socialists. 
There was no unemployment then. 

Those who went to the village secondary school 
either became a nurse at the local mental hospital or 
worked at the paper mill, also in the village. 

I was vice-president of Folkestone Young Socialists. 
My friend, also a clerk, was the president. In truth 
there were only about five of us, but we thought “from 
each according to his ability and to each according to 
his need” wasn’t a bad mantra to live by, especially for 
those unable to distinguish between religion and 
superstition. 

And there was always hope, until the cuckoo Blair 
landed in the nest along with his New Labour cronies. 

Now white-collar crooks rule town halls, hospitals 
and so on, eager to hang on to obscene salaries in 
spite of the dire economic times we live in. 

When I worked in banking, three per cent over base 
was a punitive rate. Now banks charge 19 per cent 
over base and employ fat-cat lawyers to successfully 
defend their theft from clients’ accounts by way of 
charges - in spite of OFT recommendations. 

Nearing the end of my life, if I had no children and 
grandchildren, I’d bid it - life, I mean - a cheery wave 
as I say goodbye. 

Will new leader Ed Miliband eventually breathe life 
into a moribund Labour Party? I hope so.

Crucial input helping 
reach right decision 

On behalf of Dover Town Council I 
am writing to thank all Dovorians 
who took part in our recent public 
consultation. 

In this, the biggest consultation 
ever undertaken by the town coun¬ 
cil, voter empowerment counts con¬ 
cerning decision-making. 

Given the economic situation and 
the need for prudent practice, coun¬ 
cillors felt it was only right that the 
public be consulted concerning 
future expenditure. Accordingly, 
every single view and every com¬ 
ment has been taken into account. 

As ever within the democratic 
process, we would have wished for 
even more participation. 

However, it is clear that the 
analysis of returns coincides with 
opinions that councillors had 
formed, after discussions with 
organisations and the public in 
their own wards. 

High among respondents’ priori¬ 
ties were two major issues being 


guaranteed - provision of public 
conveniences and the need for the 
continuation of the visitor informa¬ 
tion centre. 

As Dover District Council cuts its 
own costs, the burden for these 
services could fall largely on the 
town council. Therefore it was cru¬ 
cial we were aware this was what 
the public wanted. 

After considerable investigation, 
consultation and many meetings, I 
am pleased to report the town 
council will be supporting Dover 
District Council in its decision to 
move the Visitor Information 
Centre into an area within Dover 
Museum, believing that this, in 
turn, will also help museum visitor 
numbers. 

Concerning the provision of public 
toilets, this is a contentious and 
expensive subject. 

However, thanks to respondents’ 
wishes, the town council will be 
finalising an effective solution, in 
conjunction with the district coun¬ 
cil, to ensure public toilet provision 
continues in Dover. 

I will supply more information 
when this is available. Despite 
these considerable increases in the 
town council’s financial responsibili¬ 
ties, I am pleased to confirm the 
council’s precept requirement for 
next year is being increased by only 
two per cent. 

This means we will have to 
increase efficiency and cut else¬ 
where. However, as two per cent 
represents an increase on a band D 
property of 2.5p per week, we feel 
that we have squared the circle 
concerning ratepayers’ wishes.

Non-stop fight with 
relentless disease 

Major steps in transforming the 
lives of people with multiple sclero¬ 
sis are being made by researchers 
just as an appeal launched to sup¬ 
port the work has topped £100,000. 

The 365 Appeal, launched by MS 
Research, enables supporters to 
‘sponsor MS Research for a da/. 

There are 100,000 people diag¬ 
nosed with MS in the UK and they 
have to cope with MS 365 days a 
year, which is why MS Research 
feels the fight to help them should 
be equally relentless. 

Researchers are determined to 
help them by finding practical 
answers to some of their problems 
and by seeking a better under¬ 
standing of MS. 

In 2010, the appeal by Bristol- 
based MS Research funded dedicat¬ 
ed teams looking at the causes of 
tremor and ataxia, experienced by 
many MS patients. 

The work not only looks at the 
causes but at ways to mitigate the 
effects that can dominate the lives 
of many MS patients. 

Once diagnosed, people with MS 
face a daily battle against symp¬ 
toms such as muscle weakness and 
painful spasms, mobility loss, 
fatigue, tremor, bladder problems 
and visual impairment. 


Almost everyone who has MS is 
different but they face such difficul¬ 
ties every day and that is why the 
365 Appeal was started to ensure 
funds come in every day to counter 
the disease. It is fantastic to have 
reached our first £100,000 and we 
appreciate all the work people have 
done to raise those funds. 

Real progress is being made on so 
many levels now with MS and the 
aim in 2011 is to raise another 
£250,000 through this appeal so 
more research can be funded. 

There are researchers looking at 
stem cells to find ways to protect 
the nerves and to restore nerve 
function, while others are seeking 
the root cause of MS and there are 
others looking at how we might bet¬ 
ter treat common symptoms, halt 
their progress and provide support 
and help to those who have been 
diagnosed. 

In the last year we set up a new 
treatment clinic to provide electri¬ 
cal muscle stimulators to help peo¬ 
ple walk for longer and there has 
been fantastic progress in tremor 
research in the last year. 

We all feel we are getting close to 
making a significant breakthrough. 

MS Research has supported work 
to enable the introduction of a mus¬ 
cle stimulator. This fits around the 
leg and provides small electrical 
impulses that stimulate muscle 
movement to lift the foot clear of 
the ground. Use of this device has a 
dramatic effect, restoring the ability 
to walk almost normally. 

The development of technically- 
advanced assistive devices to treat 
MS symptoms is one key aim of MS 


Research. The charity is also fund¬ 
ing work to further the understand¬ 
ing of tremor, and to develop mech¬ 
anisms to control arm movement 
with advanced orthotics and minia¬ 
ture robotics. 

This is a neglected area of disabil¬ 
ity, and one where few groups con¬ 
duct research. It will also help with 
the treatment of other neurological 
conditions where tremor is encoun¬ 
tered. 

The research is not just laborato¬ 
ry-based efforts to find a cure but 
working with MS patients to find 
practical answers to some of the 
problems they face such as fatigue, 
incontinence and deteriorating 
mobility. 

Our primary aim is to fund 
research that will restore functions 
and capabilities lost as a result of 
the disease and to contribute to its 
eventual cure. 

The 365 Appeal is looking for 
groups to raise £500, and for indi¬ 
viduals to raise at least £250 each.

Oxfam Unwrapped’s goats are an 
extremely effective way to help 
improve the lives of poor people, 
using locally sourced, responsibly 
distributed livestock to make a 
massive difference in more than 60 
countries. 

We launched our range in 2004 
and the goat gift is a popular 
choice. For the gift buyer, there’s 
obvious appeal, but for the family 
that receives the goat, it becomes 
absolutely central to their lives. 

They can not only be used for 
milk or food but as an asset to 
trade, giving families access to cred¬ 
it for food during low seasons or an 
income to send their children to 
school and then growing their 
wealth as it produces kids. 

At Oxfam we know only too well 
the impact that the environment 
has on poor people and are very 
careful not to upset existing ecologi¬ 
cal balances. 

We don’t bring in goats from 
other areas, we redistribute live¬ 
stock within villages, so the envi¬ 
ronmental impact is minimal. 

We also assess the potential 
impact on natural resources by 
talking to local people who have 
detailed knowledge of grazing pat¬ 
terns and feeding practices. 

Animal welfare is considered 
every step of the way and our pro¬ 
gramme guidelines are endorsed by 
the RSPCA.

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Massive difference in primary schools' SATS performance 


THE latest primary school league 
tables show a large disparity between 
the best and the worst performing 
schools in the Dover District. 

At Sibertswold CofE Primary 
School in Shepherdswell all of the 
pupils achieved at least a level four 
in their maths and English SATS 
exams and it is ranked alongside the 
best school in the county 

Northbourne CofE and Kings- 
down and Ringwould CofE primary 
schools also fared well, with 94 and 
90 per cent, respectively, of their stu¬ 
dents gaining the level four grades. 


Head teacher at Sibertswold, Mrs 
Bird said: “We do expect our pupils 
to achieve highly and we look for 
them to achieve the level fours and 
work towards obtaining their level 
fives. The children all work really 
hard and so do the staff. 

‘We ensure the learning of the 
basics is very solid, but we also run 
a creative curriculum to make the 
learning fun. 

We have got 100 per cent of level 
fours for the last three years, but we 
are always looking to do better.” 

At the other end of the scale, 


Eythorne Elvington Community 
and Nonington CofE primary school 
only had half of their students 
obtaining the SATS level four in 
maths and English, while St Mary’s 
CofE Primary School only had 46 
per cent of its children reaching the 
national benchmark. 

Language barrier 

The head teacher at St Mary’s said 
this is largely down to a high num¬ 
ber of students who do not have 
English as their first language. 

Mrs Helen D’cruz said: We have a 


very high level who do not have 
English as their first language and 
they will find it difficult to achieve to 
the same standard in tests com¬ 
pared to children who have English 
as their first language. 

“The children make good progress 
through the school and Ofsted do 
recognise the good work we do. 

“This year was just a blip and we 
normally perform much higher, but 
this may be down to the high num¬ 
ber of pupils we had joining us late 
at eight or nine years old who don’t 
speak English as the first language. 


“These pupils will always struggle 
to match pupils who have been here 
longer, or who are native speakers.” 

The national average for school 
pupils achieving the level four in 
their maths and English SATS 
exams was 73 per cent, while the 
county average was slightly below 
this at 70 per cent. 

In the district, only three schools 
boycotted the STAS test for their 
pupils, and they were, Warden 
House Primary, Langdon Primary 
School and Green Park Community 
Primary School. 


Volunteer farmland 
surveys show our 
wildlife is booming

A FARMLAND survey has 
revealed that wildlife is thriving 
in the rural heartlands. 

The RSPB’s Volunteer and Farmer 
Alliance surveys were carried out during 
the late spring and early summer and the 
figures show how important the habitats on 
farms are for Britain’s birds. 

The free counts, which are completed by 
volunteers, help farmers to identify birds of 
conservation concern on their land. 

The avian charity will then advise land- 
owners on how to help these species and 
make the most of their farms for wildlife. 

RSPB South East’s farmland adviser 
Bruce Fowkes said: ‘We’ve had a great 
response from farmers in Kent wanting to 
take part. The Volunteer and Farmer

Alliance is all about helping them to help 
the birds. 

“The distribution maps produced from the 
surveys show where priority species are so 
that the farmers can put in place targeted 
conservation measures.” 

Eleven farms were surveyed in Kent, 
including one in Dover, covering a total area 
of 1,001.6 hectares. 

In the south east, the most common birds 
seen during the survey were the chaffinch 
and the blackbird, which appeared on 97 per 
cent of farms, the blue tit, which was noted 
to be on 95 per cent of the locations, and the 
wren, which was observed on 93 per cent of 
the farms. 


The rarest birds seen during the count 
included species of conservation concern, 
such as the com bunting and the grey par¬ 
tridge, both of which were only seen on 16 
per cent of farms. 

The annual surveys take place between 
April and July, in the early morning when 
the birds are most active and there is the 
best chance of seeing as many as possible. 

Work is already being done with farmers 
in Kent to help benefit some of the birds see¬ 
ing the greatest decline. 

The data collected from the surveys will 
add to the understanding of how these birds 
are doing and enable further conservation 
action to be taken.

Mums-to-be are 
urged to go for 
flu vaccination 


THE Eastern and Coastal Kent NHS is 
urging pregnant women to have the winter 
flu jab. 

Mothers-to-be are being advised to have 
the influenza vaccination to help protect 
themselves and their babies against the 
risk of complications, as well as those cate¬ 
gorised as at risk patients. 

The jab is usually offered to people over 
65 years old, patients with serious long¬ 
term health problems such as heart disease 
or chronic bronchitis, and frontline health 
and social care staff. 

This year, the injection is being offered 
to pregnant women as well because it 
will help protect against the H1N1 strain 
of the vims (swine flu), which is expected 
to be the main form of the illness circulat¬ 
ing this winter. 

Andrew Scott- 
Clark, deputy 
director of pub¬ 
lic health for 
NHS Eastern 
and Coastal 
Kent said: ‘We 
strongly urge 
anyone who is 
eligible to take 
advantage of 
the free seasonal flu jab to protect them¬ 
selves against the three types of flu in circu¬ 
lation, including swine flu.

With the cold weather here to stay, peo¬ 
ple with long term conditions such as dia¬ 
betes or heart conditions must get their 
vaccine - remember that even if you feel 
well, you are at increased risk of seasonal 
flu and the jab is your best protection. 

“National influenza surveillance suggests 
there is the possibly of increasing circula¬ 
tion of flu, so if you are eligible for the sea¬ 
sonal flu vaccine, make sure you take it up 
and protect yourself. 

“The impact of swine flu on pregnant 
women was so marked that being pregnant 
effectively puts women in the clinical at 
risk category even if they are perfectly 
healthy in every other way. 

We would like to ensure there are no pre¬ 
ventable deaths of pregnant women in 
Kent and Medway this winter. 

“National guidance is that the flu jab is 
safe for mothers-to-be and their unborn 
babies at every stage of pregnancy. 

“It may offer the baby protection for the 
first four to six months of its life. 

“Pregnant women should be offered 
vaccination against seasonal flu by their 
GP practice. 

“I would urge all pregnant women to 
ensure they are vaccinated and, if they 
have not yet heard from their practice, to 
get in touch to make an appointment.”

A NEW curriculum at Brockhill 
Park Performing Arts School will 
see its on-site farm integrated into 
lessons across two year groups.

STEPHEN K Amos is experiencing 
the biggest boom of his career. 

The comedian has recently been starring in 
his own self-titled TV show on BBC Two and is 
seen as one of the brighest new stars in the 
comedy firmament. 

And now he’s bringing his The Best 
Medicine show to Canterbury. 

“I’m feeling good about life right now,” he 
said. “I was really flattered that the BBC saw 
fit to give me the chance to do my own show, in 
this day and age if you are a comic on TV you 
don’t always get that platform to show all the 
different things you can do, so I saw it as a real 
great opportunity to show a bit more of myself. 

The Stephen K Amos show went out on BBC 
Two on Friday nights at 10pm, but the series 
ended in the run up to Christmas. 

Stephen said of what he wanted to achieve 
with it: “I kind of hark back to the old style of 
Dave Allen with the feel of the show. It’s quite 
gentle and I embrace the variety nature of 
shows like that as I didn’t think that kind of 
thing was happening as much on TV anymore, 
so to help to try and revive it is something that 
it’s great to be involved with. 

“I didn’t want to do another bog-standard 
stand-up show. With that in mind we threw in 
some sketches, some bits with the audience 
and then some musical acts that you might 
not see on things like Michael McIntyre’s 
Comedy Roadshow. I just wanted to throw 
some more in there to mix it up a bit.” 

Stephen turned to comedy 15 years ago but 
never thought he’d make a career out of it. 

He said: “I was studying law at the time 
but decided I’d try my hand at stand-up and 
simply haven’t stopped. It was never part of 
my plan to live this life. I wanted to be a 
lawyer and see where that took me. 

“I’d never tried stand-up before, or any 
comedy and never been to a comedy club, so 
to me it was like a totally new medium. 

“I just took the attitude from the start 
that it was all about having fun on stage 
and not being too fearful of it. 

“That was probably helped initially by 
the fact that at the early shows a lot of my 
friends turned up. They found me funny 
anyway, but they obviously couldn’t be 
there every time I had a show and so they 
started to stop coming. But the laughs con¬ 
tinued and I decided to keep it going. 

“People always say to me it must be the 
most petrifying thing to do, but the worst 
that can happen is that people don’t 
laugh. It might be uncomfortable for a 
while but you’re not going to die. There’s 
usually a lot of goodwill in audiences too. 
Most people go to comedy nights to 
laugh, they want to laugh.” 

Stephen promises that his touring 
show is very different to his TV work. 

“This is live, unedited and in the 
moment. I try and keep it as fresh as 
possible. If something that is new 
material to me feels right I will do it 
and try it out. I try not to stick too rigid¬ 
ly to any script.” 

Stephen begins his tour in mid- 
January and says that he believes com¬ 
edy is having a real renaissance at the 
moment. 

“It’s absolutely going through a boom 
time. That’s got to be a good thing. I 
think we’ve all had enough of celebrity 
chefs. There was a time when you could¬ 
n’t turn on the TV without seeing one, 
but that seems to have died off a little. 

“People want to have a laugh when they 
get home.There are other art forms and 
stand-up comedy really is one worth putting 
on TV.”

PAUL Dunton is a man who likes 
to make things happen, and he is 
proof that a bit of initiative can go 
a long way. 

His efforts have been key in 
helping to establish a scene for 
quality music in Tunbridge Wells. 

The Grey Lady Music Lounge 
in the Pantiles has been a venue 
for music for ten years now, since 
its reopening. 

Paul is one of the artists who 
has helped it become a runaway 
success with his candlelit show¬ 
cases for those who have somet¬ 
hing to say with their music. 

A musician himself, the story 
started when Paul found himself 
a regular on the bill. 

He said: “The owner offered me 
a residency on a weekly basis as 
an artist, and I was really 
flattered and accepted. It was 
quite out of the blue for me and it 
started out on Wednesday nights, 
with me playing there once a 
week and carried on that way for 
a while. 

“But after a while I decided to 
turn it into something else.” 

Five years ago the Paul Dunton 
and Guests nights began in 
earnest and the interest has 
grown, becoming a platform for 
solo artists and acoustic bands to 
play to appreciative audiences. 

He said: “The idea was to invite 
others to get involved. 

“I wasn’t sure that me alone 
playing every week was enough 
to sustain an interest, and I knew 
that to keep it fresh it needed 
others to get involved. 

“Pretty soon word really 
seemed to get around, to the point 
where it was growing organically. 
Then after about six months or 
so, CDs started to arrive in the 


post for me to listen to. That’s how 
the roster built up and now we 
have four acts that play each 
night and it has become a twice 
weekly thing.” 

He continued: “The standard of 
musicianship and songwriting 
ability is excellent, of a real high 
standard, and we offer that for 
just £5. 

“It’s worth coming along as I 
think it’s a great night and people 
are supporting local artists. 

“I haven’t really encountered a 
lot of negativity towards the 
nights as yet, despite them going 
for five years and it’s something I 
want to continue with for some 
time as it has had such a good 
reception. It has become an 
integral part of the local music 
scene and it really is packed out 
twice a week. If the appetite for it 
is there I see no reason to stop 
doing it and I hope people will 
continue to support it.” 

Before long the 32-year-old 
found himself at the centre of a 
small scene that was growing 
each week as more and more 
demos turned up for him. 

More bands and acts then 
started to ask for audition 
sessions to try and get on the bill 
at the Grey Lady. 

“It took me by surprise but it 
was a welcome surprise. The 
scene in Tunbridge Wells has a lot 
to offer, I’ve really discovered that 
and believe in what people here 
are doing.” 

Paul’s own music is what he 
calls a cross between classical 
and pop and when he plays he 
performs with a violinist, cellist 
and other musicians. 

He cites singer/songwriter 
Damian Rice as one influence 
and composer Samuel Barber as 
another and has been playing ten 
years now.

ONCE a luxurious adven¬ 
ture suitable only for 
James Bond, families with 
hyphenated surnames and 
tax dodgers, skiing has now 
become a great holiday 
choice for everyone. 

But it’s only in the last few years 
that new, innovative holiday 
companies have started toying with 
the limitations of the 70s-style week 
package and giving more choice to 
those who want to ski frequently, for 
short periods - and not much money. 

You can now nip off for three days 
skiing, two nights sleep, at a 
relatively low price, in order to keep 
those ski legs fresh. 

And having headed to the slopes 
with Skiweekender.com, I can 
confirm that during the course of 
one weekend, the turnover of guests 
at their lodge near the resort of La 
Clusaz, just an hour from Geneva, 
is dizzying. 

“It is more work,” admits Jess 
Shirley-Smith from the website, 
over a beer, at the end of a long day 
working at Les Aravis lodge. 

“Our aim is to make sure not a 
minute of a guest’s time is wasted.” 

Sure enough, we were on the 
slopes within two hours of arriving 
at Geneva airport and could 
immediately see the benefits of this 
kind of trip. Arriving mid-week for a 
short stay in March, the airport was 
quiet, and with our ski passes and 


equipment organised in advance, we 
were propelled effortlessly on to the 
deserted slopes by the grinning, 
youthful Skiweekender staff. 

Instead of being part of the 
weekend rush, we had the chance to 
ski like locals and found fighting the 
fatigue a little easier than normal 
with the help of blasting fresh air, 
exercise and a biere, s’il vous plait. 

“Staffing this kind of lodge is 
expensive,” says Jess, hours later, 
when we’re back in the lodge and 
plonked beside the bar. 

“Chalets tend to be run by couples, 
so it’s a different business model, but 
we work it out so the costs aren’t 
passed on to the customer. French 
hotels won’t do it this way; that’s one 
of the reasons we ended up buying 
this hotel ourselves.” 


Skiweekender.com offer a wide 
range of packages to suit the 
individual, rather than the needs of 
a tour operator: 

“We make sure everything is on 
tap as soon as guests get here,” says 
Jess. “The boots, lift passes, rides to 
the lifts - all those things which 
usually hold you up. And you also 
pay for these up front, rather than 
getting there and suddenly 
wondering where 300 euros went. 

“For us, the internet and Easyjet 
are key,” laughs Jess. “People like 
the idea they can take a day or two 
off work and they’re down the 
slopes. We see people coming back 
again and again. One guy has been 
three times, and blames his skiing 
addiction on us. Apparently we 
make made it too easy.”

to tame a fast and winding route either; the 
ride quality is stunning for such a capable 
sports car and I could imagine driving a huge 
distance in the RCZ without feeling jaded at 
the other end. 

The cabin is not a bad place to be either. 
Peugeot has made big strides here lately, 
opening up a lead over sister brand Citroen 
and arch-rival Renault. 

There is also decent storage space and while 
the RCZ can never pretend to be more than a 
2+2, it’s a decent one. 

Admittedly, grown-ups will struggle for 
headroom beneath the distinctive double¬ 
bubble rear roof; everyone said this would 
never be ported over from the original RCZ 
concept, but it has proved to be a practical way 
of using air flow to keep the rear screen clear 
of rain and crud. 

The RCZ is also environmentally-friendly for 
a ‘press on’ motor; our RCZ diesel pushes out 
just 139g/km of C02 and falls into road tax 
band-E (£110/year) and should average more 
than 50mpg - pretty impressive for a fun car. 

Will there be a roadster to attack the TT on 
both fronts? Peugeot has said ‘Non!’, but the 
demand is out there.

Minister says we've seen 
end of the housing boom 

BRITAIN’S property boom could be over 
for good, according to the housing minis¬ 
ter in the Coalition Government. 

Grant Shapps said homeowners 
should no longer rely on their houses to 
fund their retirement. 

He said ministers were hoping to engi¬ 
neer an era of “house price stability” in 
which property values would gradually 
be eroded by rising earnings. 

He suggested that in a ‘rational’ mar¬ 
ket, house prices might rise by two per 
cent while earnings rose by four per 
cent, making property more affordable 
over time. 

The Government is trying to encour¬ 
age councils and developers to build 
more homes to suppress the market and 
make it easier for first-time buyers to get 
on to the housing ladder. 

Mr Shapps, a Conservative, said a fall 
in the real value of houses would ease 
the “horrendous” situation faced by mil¬ 
lions of young people. 

He said property should “primarily be 
thought of as a place to be your home” 
rather than as an investment. 

“The main thing everyone requires for 
their subsistence is a roof over their 
head and when that basic human need 
becomes too expensive for average citi¬ 
zens to afford, something is out of kilter,” 
he continued. “I think the answer is 
house-price stability.” 

Give careful thought to 
your buy-to-let choice 

INVESTORS may wish to consider the 
location and nature of a property more 
carefully when taking out a buy-to-let 
policy, say experts. 

Analysts say buy-to-let is one of the top 
20 ways to profit from the current dip in 
the housing market, but urges people to 
be cautious about where and what they 
are buying. 

According to a survey most city centres 
have an abundance of flats, so the best 
returns come from letting three and 
four-bedroom houses to families. 

According to the findings some letting 
agents have experienced rises of 20 per 
cent in 2010, but they do not expect a 
great deal of capital appreciation until at 
least 2012. 

Buy-to-let landlords may also wish to 
consider empty properties as potential 
investment. 

David Ireland - chief executive of char¬ 
ity Empty Homes - said it is easier and 
cheaper to convert such dwellings than 
to construct new ones.

Slight price rise is not yet 
a sign of market recovery

THE latest house price index from 
the Nationwide Building Society 
has revealed a 0.4 per cent rise for 
the month of December compared 
with November. 

The latest rise means house prices are now 
just 0.4 per cent higher than this time last 
year, with the average UK home costing 
£162,763. 

Nationwide’s chief economist Martin 
Gahbauer, said: “Despite December’s increase, 
house prices have fallen in four out of the last 
six months and it would be premature to sug¬ 
gest the recent downward trend has been bro¬ 
ken on the basis of one month’s figures.” 

House prices came under pressure this year 
as a high level of instructions outstripped 
buyer demand. 

The prediction for house prices in 2011 is for 
a slight fall as demand for housing is expected 
to stay weak as a result of the uncertainty sur¬ 
rounding the economy and the Government’s 
massive spending cuts. 

Some experts are predicting falls of 
around five per cent in 2011, while many 
have suggested they could fall by as much as 
10 per cent. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders is predict¬ 
ing that the housing market will remain sub¬ 
dued in 2011, due to uncertainty surrounding 
the economy and the ongoing mortgage 
rationing by lenders - but is optimistic that 
stamp duty legislation could assist those 
wanting to buy for the first time. 

But it says lenders must be more flexible 
when deciding whether to assist them onto the 
housing ladder. 

Over recent times, demand has been weak 
as many buyers have adopted a “wait and see” 
approach as uncertainty continues to sur¬ 
round the economy and the Government’s 
spending cuts make prospective buyers cau¬ 
tious. However, the CML is hopeful that the 
£250,000 stamp duty exemption for first-time 
buyers may provide a modest boost to sales 
next year - particularly as the December 2011 
deadline looms. 

Despite this, the fact remains that first-time 
buyers continue to struggle to get onto the 


property ladder as lenders are still demanding 
large deposits. 

With regard to house prices, the CML 
expects them to fall modestly or stay flat next 
year as the availability of mortgages continues 
to “remain limited”. The body does not expect 
lending levels experienced during the housing 
boom to return for many years. 

Mortgage approvals are currently hovering 
around the 47,000 a month mark - this is less 


than half the level reached at the height of the 
housing boom in 2007. 

In the meantime, the CML predicts a modest 
rise in mortgage arrears and repossessions. 

The spokesman esplained this would be to 
reflect “the continuing pressure on household 
finances, the persistence of cases of long-term 
arrears and the government’s decision to cut 
help for borrowers by cutting payments of sup¬ 
port for mortgage interest.” 


Now's the time for first timers to get a mortgage 


MORTGAGE affordability in the UK for those 
looking to take their first steps onto the prop¬ 
erty ladder is at its most favourable for 12 
years, according to the latest annual Halifax 
First Time Buyer Review. 

Monthly mortgage costs as a proportion of 
income are now below the long term average 


and 40 per cent of local authorities are afford¬ 
able for first time buyers, a sevenfold increase 
on 2007, the report shows. 

The proportion of disposable earnings devot¬ 
ed to mortgage payments by a potential new 
first time buyer stood at 27 per cent in the 
autumn of 2010, the lowest since December 


1998 and almost half of the peak level of 50 
per cent in September 2007. 

This significant improvement in affordabili¬ 
ty over the past three years has been 
mainly driven by a combination of lower house 
prices and declining mortgage rates, the 
lender said.

THE SCALE of the task to keep
